Six months after Tom Manning has

On the last evening of his stay, Chan 
leaves a message for Leah that he is 
going to the funhouse with Tommy. 


There Chan finds the Deacon, who has. 


been murdered: and also encounters 
Catlen, Salos and a twin brother to the 
murdered Kurt, Carl. Meantime Chan 
has found a huge uncut diamond in a 
cat ornament on Manning's desk and 
Catlen, learning of this, grabs Chan and 
Tommy, tries to force them into telling 
where the gem is. Through the inadver- 
tant assistance of Birmingham, they 
break loose shortly afterward. 

Leah notifies the police when Chan 
fails to return, and all rush to the fun- 
house, where they find that Chan has 
apprehended the criminals and solved 
the crime — Manning was murdered by 
the Deacon because he double-crossed 
the gang. Kurt and the Deacon were mur- 
dred by Catlen, head of the group, be- 
cause they tried to reveal that the band 
was involved in jewel smuggling.

Though Toler was at one period 
under contract to David Belasco for 
14 years, and became one of the 
favorite actors of New  York’s 
Broadway, he spent many seasons 
with various stock companies, not 
only as actor but also as director.
